name on the scroll of Nebraska grid history Saturday after- 
noon as one of the great football teams in Cornhusker inter- 
scholastic circles. The Red and Black eleven crushed North 
Platte high beneath an avalanche of touchdowns, outclassing 


• the western contenders in every department and winning a 
47 to 7 victory. 


A crowd of from four to five thousand people braved 


the wintiy blasts Which swept; a'cross the stadium rectangle 
to watch the Lincoln high team register one of the most 
sensational triumphs in Nebraska prep football. It was the 
fifth football title won by capital city athletes since the fh*st 
official championship was awarded in 1912. Incidentally the 
Saturday victory marked the second football championship 
won by Coach W. H. Browne's Lincoln athletes in four years, 
the young coach piloting his team through a championship, 
game at Kearney in 1922.

ST. LOUIS, Mo., Dec. 5.—While expressing- faith in the 


ability of college football to resistjsvery attack from profes- 
sional sources, the Missouri Valley conference today, in an- 
nual session, took action which placed an effective curb on 
the activities of the professional promoters, coaches and 
players, ^he Missouri Valley athletic directors, also in ses- 
sion here Xet the pace by adopting a recommendation to the 
faculty delegates to the conference, who later gave unanim- 
ous approval, to a resolution {vhich will forever bai-"" from 
Valley athletics any man who in the past or future may be 
tainted with any connection with 
professional football, 


whether manager, coach, player or publicity agent. Teeth 
were put in the resolution when a provision was Jncluded 
which calls for dismissal from Valley coaching staffs of all 
persons previously connected in any capacity with the pro- 
fessional footballers. 


Action of the conference takes the form of due notice 


to college athletes of the present that they must stoy com- 
pletely aloof from professional football if they are in any way 
ambitious to attain future employment in college athletics. 
It means that the Granges may proceed as they please with 
their tactics of "getting the money" but the door of college 
athletics'will be closed against them: that professional grid- 
ders. of the Grange type m,ay nevor aspire to coaching po- 
sitions or .athletic directorships in Missouri Valley confer- 
ence circles.

compounding a felony, as well as 
committing a crime. 
During his 
freedom this young 


man killed another boy named Nye. 
Just as a 
public 
service the 


mother of that boy ought to sue the 
bank that 
compounded the mur- 
derer's felony. If the banl; hadn't 
committed the crime of compound- 
ing that felony the murderer would 
have been in jail and his victim 
would not have been killed.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 5—(By the 


Associated Press)—President Cool- 
idge is deferring any conclusion as 
to the possibility of American par- 
ticipation in 
the efforts of 
the 


League of Nations to work out new 
plans for reduction and limitation 
of the league's disarmament coun- 
cil. 
.. 
The question of American parti- 


cipation on the special commission 
created for the purpose by 
the 


covfhcil involves considerations not 
only of the cope of the 
proposed 


conversations but also of the 
re- 


strictions placed on the powers of 
the president in 
sending 
official 
American delegations to take part 
in the conferences abroad. 
These restrictions apply particu- 


larly to conferences sponsored 
by 


committees or other agencies 
of 


the league, as imposed in connec- 
tion with the ratification of the 
peace treaty with Germany and in 
other legislative actions. 
Whether or not American parti- 


cipation is viewed as practicable, 
the efforts of the league to 
re- 


duce the 
burden 
of 
armaments 


through any reasonable proposals Is 
assured of the president's full sym- 
pathy. 
The "Washington goverr- 
ment particularly, 
Mr. 
Coolidge 


feels, as a pioneer in -such efforts, 
should give every moral support to 
the effort in Geneva, regardless 
of 


whether ii can take any 
official 
part in the proceedings. 


Russia Also Invited-

He was found in a thicket where 


he crawled after be was shot by -l 
detective, who had surprised him 
in the act of placing enough explos- 
ives to destroy Chappel Brothers' 
plant, whore horses are slaughtered 
for dog food and 
for 
export 
to 


Europe. 
From his cot in the hospital ward 


of the jail, l^itts gave the police a 
statement telling of four previous 
attempts to burn the plant after ho 
had written a letter to Mrs. Cool- 
idgre, •wife of the president, askins 
her to use her influence to stop tin- 
practice. 


One of the fires, two months "apro, 


injured several 
persons 
and de- 


stroyed one unit of the plant with 
an estimated loss of $50,000. 
The 


other throe were extinguished bo- 
fore 
much damage resulted. Since 


then, private detectives have guard- 
ed the place.

Every adult person can recall something within his 


or her own experience to match the episode of tho 
little Illinois girl tearfully embracing her pet- calf 
and bidding It an 
affectionate 
farewell when the 


animal was put upon the auction block at Chicago, 
attpr winning for her the first prize awarded to juve- 
nile participants in a contest at the International llva 
stock show. 


Forgetting alike the distinction that had come to 


herself and the cash reward bestowed upon her for 
having produced the beat specimen of baby beef by 
judicious feeding and sollctous care, the young owner 
remembered only that the creature she had so care- 
fully mothered was to be taken away for slaughter 
and served up as veal to hungry restaurant patrons. 


To the child mind, such an event is a real tragedy. 


That Innocent .animals should have to suffer death 
for the purpose 'of providing food for human con- 
sumption seems to the youthful intellect a form of 
heartless cruelty. That man Is a predatory being— 
perhaps the most predatory of all—is forcefully im- 
pressed upon the boy or girl who thus loses an as- 
sociate, upon which loving care has been lavished.' 
The first, realization of this fact comes as a shock. 
It is totally at variance with all the ideas of kindness 
to dumb brutes which children learn from their par- 
ents and at schools. 


No doubt the youthful prize winner at Chicago had 


been accustomed to eating1 her share of beef, pork, 
veal and mutton served at the family board, and to 
claiming the drumstick or some other choice piece of 
a turkey or chicken when it furnished the piece de 
resistance. Not having been on close terms of per- 
sonal friendship, as it were, with these creatures, she 
felt no qualms about eating their flesh. But when tt 
came the turn of her own pet to suffer a like fate, 
the thought was too much for her tender little heart. 


There are grownups, 
as well as children, whose 


heartfelt sympathies go out to the animals that give 
up their lives to supply mankind with sustenance and 
clothing. Some of them put their ideas into practice 
by refusing to eat meat or even indulge themselves 
In butter, eggs or milk, but confine themselves to a 
vegetable, fruit and nut diet. They do this not alone 
for humanitarian reasons but. because they consider 
it a more healthful way of living. 


It Is Impossible, however, for man as a race to re- 


frain from taking lives of creatures belonging to 
lower orders than himself. If he were to do so. he 
himself would soon be crowded off the earth by othftr 
forms of animal life. Lions, tigers, bears and other 
predacious brutes that now fear .him would soon make 
him their prey if he did not carry on aggressive war- 
fare against them. In the polar regions, whe.ro vege- ' 
table food is almost entirely lacking, men must have 
meat or perish. 


In our homes we "swat the fly" by hundreds as a 


necessary means of disease prevention. Fruit grow- 
ers spray trees to kill the insect pests that ivould 
othecwise destroy the crop. To ketp rats and mice 
from Invading and overrunning our human domiciles, 
we keep cat? to hunt them down, or we put out traps 
and poison to exterminate them. 


Nature Is a merciless master. She lays down the 


law of "eat or be eaten; kill or be killed." Man has 
survived through the ages and attained his dominance 
over the earth because he is the most scientific anil 
ruthless killer Of all. Sometimes his blood lust grows 
so strong that he slays his own fellow |iumans, either 
Individually or by means of armies, heavy explosives, 
poison gases, and submarines. 


We may reasonably 
hope, however, even as the 


world is organized, that men will be brought to cease 
the practice of slaying 
each 
other 
by' wholesale 


through the agency that we call "war." Progress la 
being made toward that end. When it is attained, 
murder will naturally decrease and in time we may 
find It practicable greatly, to restrict ourselves in tho 
spilling of animal blood. 


TOUGH ON THE "WHINERS." 


It has been a hard week for the "whlners" and the 


"snifflers'" if they have been following the news col- 
umns. For a few Weeks last summer they had a 
glorious time with Nebraska's corn crop. A lack of 
moisture, they said, had greatly reduced the yield. 


But now the returns are rolling In. 
With nearly a month 'of excellent weather to get 


into the fields and gather the crop, the facts reveal 
that Nebraska had one of her best corn years in 1925 
Dispatches 
from 
widely separated sections bear 


out this assertion. In Hamilton county, the Aurora 
correspondent reported, practically every farm has 
corn piled on the ground after cribs were filled to 
capacity. 
Many ot the fields there yielded from 60 


to'70 bushels an acre and the average for the entire 
:ounty was 30 bushels. In Richardson, the Falls City 
:orrespondent reported several fields averaging from 
'5 to 90 bushels to the acre, and the crop for the 
mtire county running over 40 bushels to the acre. 


From Table Rock the correspondent of The Star 


writes that corn everywhere is yielding splendidly. 
On the bottom lands of the Nemaha, Taylor Branch 
and Clear Creek fields averaged 75 bushels to the 
acre. 'John Irwin, living near Table Rock, gathered 
917 bushels from a 10-acre tract he planted. 


At Daykln, the correspondent reported 90 per cent 


6f the crop had been husked. 
In that vicinity the 


farmers found their cribs insufficient to take care 
of the crop. For lack of space the farmers have been 
forced to pile corn on the ground. The average yield 
was 36 bushels to the acre. 


The price of corn Is not satisfactory at this time 


but an unusual amount of it is being fed to livestock. 
Nebraska made money in 1921 by feeding Us corn 
Instead of attempting to market it and will do so 
again 
And then conditions 
are vastly dissimilar 


from what they were In 1921. Then most farmers 
were sorely in need of cash. They are not so hard 
pressed now. 
Many of the farmers will hold their 


corn until later. The big crop which Is being husked 
will mean millions to Nebraska before another grow- 
ing-season arrives.

Deep in the dark jungles of of India, figures carved 
from huge boulders are often 
found 
overgrown 


with vegetation. - Placed with no reason other than 
that of perpetuating an impression of the artist 
suggested by the original contour of the stone. An 
elephant, a giant mushroom the theme of the carv- 
ing is left entirely to chance. Such was early In- 
dian art. 
Huge temples intricately carved by many artists. 
Figures superimposed upon figures entirely unre- 
lated. That is the line of development of the sculp- 
ture of this mystic race.1

"When the word came forth last summer that Presl 


dent Coolidge was back of the program to punish ro 
i 
) 
calcitrant Insurgent republicans in the United States 
senate and In the lower house of congress most o 
the people of this country, Irrespective of politica 
affiliation, applauded.

He did not agree with

In the White House. He had nothing but contempt 
for it and for the president, and he made little effort 
to conceal It. But lie would not run as an independ- 
ent for office. 
He did not have the courage or the 


Independence' to do that. 
He was willing- to appro- 


priate the label of the republican party to advance 
his own selfish ambitions even though at heart he de- 
tested it as it is now constituted, and although he 
resents the men -who shape its destinies. 


Now that Is not a wholesome example to place be- 


fore the people of this country. It would not be toler- 
ated In business for an instant. It could not prevail 
any place except in tho political arena and it should 
not be permitted there. 


Tho Brookharts and the Norrlses and the Fraziers 


of the senate and the house have instituted bloc gov- 
ernment in America. They represent class, not party 
Interest. 
"Unless obstruction can be said to be con- 


structive, they have never contributed to American 
covernment If they are permitted to recruit strength 
they may sometime succeed in establishing a bloc 
fully as confusing: and as demoralizing as the numer- 
ous blocs found In France and in other European 
countries today. 


There will come a time when tho republican and 


democratic parties will have to face this issue square- 
ly. They will not be able to postpone a' decision until 
a later day. 
It is most unfortunate that President 


Coolldga has sidestepped the challenge. 
He Is en- 


joying: an enormous popularity. 
His control of the 


lower house of congress is complete. He has a work-| 
ing majority in tho upper branch. 
If ever there was 


aa opportunity to discipline refractory senators, it is 
at this approaching session 
of congress. 
But he 


chooses to embrace them and if they get an oppor- 
tunity they tvlll sting him. 
H his program fails 


as dismally as it did at the last session of congress 
he will have no one to blamo but himself. The re- 
sult will not be long delayed. 
Congress begins its 


labors next Tuesday. 


IS IT ENVY OR VIRTUE? 


Efforts of Missouri Valley Conference officials to 


. suppress professionalism or anything which tinges of 


it are to be commended. That has'been the attitude 


vpt^the University of Nebraska from, the start. 


And. yet to an outsider it appears there are times 


when the conference is willing to strain at a gnat 
»nd swallow a camel. A year ago the University of 
Missouri, after coming into the conference football 
championship, received an invitation to meet the Uni- 
versity of Southern California on the coast during the 
Christmas holidays. The Tigers were 
talking of 


building a now stadium and as a result were-exceed- 
ingly anxious to make the trip for Missouri saw a. 
chance to share in a "rich gate" and thus materially 
enhance the stadium fund. It presented its case to 
the Valley association and was unanmously given 
permission to play. 


At the same time tho conference went on record as 


oppo-ed to intersectlonal games of this character. 


"When the Oklahoma-Nebraska game rolled around 


3ast month, attention was directed to tho fact that 
one of th« Sooner players had taken part in boxing 
exhibitions. He had gone as a preliminary number 
In a "paid" show although It was said that he re- 
ceived nothing for his services. Nebraska submitted 
tha question to the conference and the Oklahoma 
player was declared eligible without tho quiver of an 
eyelash.

American tackle, with an Invitation to take part in 
an amateur came to be played on tho coast for tht» 
benefit of charity by college stars throughout tho 
country.

tion not to turn professional. 


It is a strange rule, however, which approves of a 


Missouri Valley player 'entering the prize ring where 
other contestants battle for purses aed then refuses 
to permit one of the finest and cleanest athletes who 
ever donned moleskins to take part in a charity game 
on the Pacific coast. 
Are the other schools in the 


Valley envious of Nebraska or are they really anxious 
to preserve the game from any possible cloud? 
A 


precedent has been established, however. No matter 
how urgently any of these Missouri Valley members 
want to take part in post-season games in the fu- 
ture, permission should be refused. 
If the rule is 


applied fairly and evenly to all there should be 110 
kick. 


AIR MAIL TO PANAMA. 


It is not improbable that before the people of this 


country become thoroughly awake to what is going 
on an air mail route will be in operation between 
New York and Panama; airplanes will be plying be- 
tween the two Americas, having an incalculable ef- 
fect upon the social, educational, economic and politi- 
cal affairs of the countries of the two continents. 
, More is going on in aeronautics than tho general 
run of citizens of the United States seem to realize. 
Two hydroplanes recently completed a flight from 
Barranquilla,, Colombia, to Havana in the most un- 
favorable weather, and without mishap of any kind. 
A company has operated an air mail service in Co- 
lombia for the past Jive years and has paid dividends 
to its stockholders without any government subsidy 
whatever and it is believed by those who have in- 
vestigated the matter that an American company 
could do fully as well covering the proposed route to 
Panama, which has been flown over and tested out 
by representatives of the Colombian company. 


It is claimed that mail can be carried from New 


York to Panama in four days, the seaplanes starling 
at Key "West and hopping to Havana. From there 
they would jump across the hundred mile channel to 
Yucatan, down to British Honduras, thence to Guate- 
mala and across the country to the west coast. On 
.he way to the canal zone they would touch at the 
principal ports of Salvador, Honduras,, Nicaragua 
and Costa Rica. 


AHhough it is believed that this enterprise would 


pay dividends without any governmental aid, it is 
said that the governments of Central America as well 
as that of Cuba are willing to aid it financially. Such 
a service, should it prove to be a success, as there 
s every reason to expect, would within a compara- 
tively short time be extended tn Argentina, Brazil, 
Chile and the other countries of South America. 


Business has rolled into the United States to such 


an extent during the past few years that we may 
have neglected some of our opportunities. 
Our ex- 


change with South America has increased enormously! 
but when the countries of Europe begin to recover 
they are certain to go out after their old trade and • 
t behooves Uncle Sam to look sharply to his pos- 
sessions. The closer we are to our southern neigh- 
bors the better our prospects. 


NEW PROCESS OF M I N I N G . 


Once again science has conic forward to revive 


.he mining" industry-in Colorado, which so far as the 
precious metals arc concerned, has been in the dol- 
drums for some years. 


New processes of separating the ores which were 


scorned by the pioneers of. mining in Colorado are 
^responsible for this revival. In,the earlier days, min- 


ng confined itself largely to gold and silver. ' Only 
;he better grades of ore, which could he extracted and 
reated at a profit, were taken. Millions of tons of 
ower grade lead-zinc 
ores, 
carrying more or less 


ralues in gold and silver, were ignored. 


It is a triumph for modern metallurgy that pro- 
esses have now been uncovered whereby these lower 


grade ores can be separated at low cost and all of 
he values in gold, silver, load, zinc and copper saved. 
?he transformation is best reflected by the figures. 
Jnder the old system, ore with a real metallic value 
>f $2S a ton actually netted the miner approximately 
9.GO. He lost approximately S1S.-10 a ton on metals 
vhich did not yield to tha ordinary processes. Even 
under the most adverse 
conditions, including high 


ransportation charges, it can now be made to net 
11 to 512 a ton. What it will mean to Colorado with 
•ast stores of thet-e ores untouched can be readily 
.ppreciated. 
As a matter of fact, development has 


one forward sufticiently to insure that the methods 
ormulated at the School of Mines will many times 
ompensate for all of the expenditures made in cun- 
ection with it.
